To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Adwick-le-Street 
Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen. 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  of  the  Health 
and  the  inhabitants  for  1963.  I have  also  included  a report  on  the 
personal  health  services  carried  out  under  my  direction  as  Divisional 
Medical  Officer. 

The  Vital  Statistics  are  an  indication  of  the  health  and  welfare 
of  the  inhabitants  and  those  for  1963  show: — 

1.  The  population  shows  an  increase  to  18,400.  The  population 
has  shown  small  fluctuations  over  the  last  ten  years  but  has 
not  exceeded  19,000  since  1947. 

2.  The  birth  rate  shows  a slight  decrease  over  1962,  there  being 
334  births  in  1963  compared  with  342  in  1962. 

3.  There  were  10  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  in  1963 
compared  with  9 in  1962. 

4.  The  death  rate  has  increased  slightly,  there  being  187  deaths 
in  1963  compared  with  176  in  1962. 

5.  No  mother  died  from  childbirth. 

6.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  infectious  diseases,  there 
were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  during  the  year. 

7.  The  care  of  the  mentally  sick  and  mentally  handicapped  is 
recorded  in  the  report.  During  the  year  413  mentally  sick 
cases  in  the  Division  were  referred  to  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer 
and  154  of  them  were  admitted  to  hospital. 

I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Mr.  Senior,  the 
Public  Health  Inspector,  who  has  been  responsible  for  the  writing  of 
the  second  part  of  this  report  on  the!  sanitary  circumstances  of  the 
area,  to  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  valued  help 
and  co-operation,  and  also  to  all  members,  professional  and  clerical 
of  the  staff  of  the  Divisional  Office. 

I would  also  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  you,  Mr. 
Chairman,  and  the  Members  of  the  Committee  for  the  courteous 
reception  of  my  reports  through  the  year.

Population  and  Birth  Rate 

The  Registrar  General’s  figures  continue  to  show  an  increase 
in  the  population,  from  18,270  to  18,400. 

The  Birth  Rate  shows  a slight  decrease,  there  being  334  live 
births  compared  with  342  in  1962. 

The  illegitimate  live  births  also  show  a slight  decrease,  there 
being  22  compared  with  25  in  1962.  The  Moral  Welfare  Committee 
of  the  Archdeaconry  of  Doncaster  and  Rotherham  continued  to  be 
most  helpful  in  these  cases,  and  arranged,  with  financial  assistance 
from  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  accommodation  for  unmarried 
mothers  in  Homes  when  requested.

DEATH  RATE 


The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  shows  an  increase  from  26.3  in 
1962  to  29.9  in  1963  per  1,000  live  births.  Thd  tables  show  that 
seven  occurred  in  the  first  week  of  life. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  by  11  bringing 
the  total  deaths  for  1963  to  187  giving'  a crude  death  rate  of  10.2. 
There  were  18  deaths  from  Cancer  compared  with  26  in  1962, 
and  of  these  3 males  and  1 female  died  from  Cancer  of  the  Lungs. 
Heart  Diseases  and  associated  diseases  continue  to  be  the  commonest 
cause  of  death,  there  being  76  such  cases  in  1963  compared  with 
61  in  1962.  There  was  one  death  from  Tuberculosis. 

There  was  no  death  associated  with  childbirth.

6.  WELFARE  OF  THE  AGED 

This  service  is  sponsored  by  the  Adwick-le-Street  Council  and 
the  Committee  for  the  Welfare  of  thd  Aged  which  consists  of 
members  of  that  authority  together  with  persons  interested  in  the 
welfare  of  the  aged.  These  services^  which  are  all  free  to  the  old 
people  have  been  administered  from  the  Public  Health  Department 
and  the  activities  during  the  year  have  been  as  detailed  below. 

Chiropody  Service 

This  service  is  now  held  at  Woodlands  and  Carcroft  Child 
Welfare  Centres  and  Highfields  Welfare  Hall,  and  is  greatly 
appreciated  by  the  old  folks  who  are  thus  enabled  to  get  about  in 
comfort. 

In  addition  to  aged  persons,  this  service  has  been  extended  to 
expectant  mothers  and  physically  handicapped  persons  and  is  a 
free  service  to  all.

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A Sub-Committee  has  been  formed  to  organise  the  activities 
which  so  far  have  included^  two  Outings,  Social  Evenings,  Pea  and 
Pie  Suppers  and  Christmas  Party. 

Handicraft  classes  have  commenced  as  an  extra  activity  for 
the  ladies,  which  are  held  every  Monday  afternoon  and  the  number 
attending  is  gradually  increasing.  One  Exhibition  of  Work  has  been 
held  during  June  of  this  year. 

Laundry  Service 

This  service  was  commenced  in  February  of  this  year  and  is 
incorporated  in  the  Recreation  Room  for  dealing  with  linen  from 
incontinent  cases  and  persons  who  are  unable  to  deal  with  their 
own  laundry.  This  service  is  available  for  a maximum  of  six  hours 
per  week,  which  so  far  has  proved  quite  adequate. 

7.  WARDENS  SERVICE 

There  are  now  5 wardens  and  2 relief  wardens  employed  by 
this  authority.  In  addition,  2 wardens  and  1 relief  are  employed  by 
the  Local  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  to  visit  privately  owned 
dwellings  in  the  Highfields  area. 

All  the  wardens  have  the  same  conditions  of  service  and  report 
to  the  Health  Department  regularly.  The  wardens  have  telephones 
installed  in  their  homes  and  this  is  an  important  link  between  the 
wardens  and  the  Health  Department.  The  requests  for  assistance 
from  the  wardens  were  the  usual  housing  repairs,  requests  for  home 
helps,  increased  home  help  hours,  advice  on  pensions  etc.,  and 
collection  of  prescriptions  and  medicine.  One  other  matter  requiring 
the  co-operation  of  the  warden  is  the  reporting  to  the  Health 
Department  of  all  accidents  in  the  home.  This  information  is 
required  for  the  Accident  Prevention  Committee,  on  which  three 
members  of  the  Health  Department  serve 

The  pilot  scheme  for  the  visiting  of  private  houses  in  Highfields 
was  the  subject  of  a report  to  the  West  Riding  County  Council  in 
November  1963  - one  year  after  the  commencement  of  the  scheme. 
The  area  is  compact  and  has  been  no  more  difficult  to  operate 
than  the  Council  estates.  Assistance  in  compiling  the  list  of  visits 
was  received  from  local  Councillors,  Health  Visitors,  Nurses  etc. 
At  present  the  total  number  of  daily  visits  carried  out  by  the  two 
wardens  is  30  which  involves  travelling  approximately  one  mile 
each. 

Any  warden  scheme  is  dependent  on  the  goodwill  of  the  wardens 
and  this  Authority  is  extremely  fortunate  in  having  excellent 
wardens.  All  schemes  are  operating  satisfactorily  and  every  effort 
is  made  to  assist  the  aged  in  any  way  possible.

10.  SPEECH  THERAPIST 

This  Division  still  lacks  the  services  of  a full  time  Speech 
Therapist.

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11.  RECUPERATIVE  HOME  TREATMENT 

Under  the  West  Riding  County  Council’s  Scheme  two  patients 
were  admitted  to  Recuperative  Homes  during  the  year.  Admission 
to  these  homes  is  on  doctor’s  recommendation  and  each  case  is 
assessed  on  a scale  of  charges. 


12.  PROBLEM  FAMILIES 

A co-ordinating  Committee,  for  which  I am  the  Designated 
Officer  meets  regularly  to  discuss  these  families.  Representatives 
fiom  interested  bodies  including  the  Children  s Department,  Welfare 
Department,  National  Assistance  Board,  Probation  Officers, 
N.S.P.C.C.  and  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  invited. 

The  County  Council,  will,  in  certain  cases,  guarantee  rent 
payments  over  a limited  period  in  order  to  try  to  prevent  the  break-up 
of  the  family.  Of  the  twenty-one  families  discussed  during  the  year 
two  were  assisted,  two  were  removed  from  the  list  as  improved  and 
one  left  the  district. 


13.  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES 

This  scheme  still  operates  satisfactorily.  There  is  a free 
ambulance  and  sitting-car  twenty-four  hour  service  for  everyone. 
The  vehicles  are  stationed  at  Yarborough  Terrace,  Bentley,  and  are 
available  on  request  from  doctors  and  nurses  or  from  the  general 
public  in  an  emergency.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


1.  WATER 

This  District  has  representatives  on  Doncaster  & District  Joint 
Water  Board.  The  water  supplied  to  the  whole  of  the  area  is  sufficient 
and  wholesome.  Samples  are  regularly  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  all  of  which  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  There  is  only 
one  house  in  the  district  not  connected  to  the  Town’s  water  supply. 


2.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

The  Mill  Stream,  the  River  Skel  and  the  Ea  Beck  flows  through 
the  area. 


3.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  effluent  from  the  sewage  works  continues  to  be  classified  as 
satisfactory.  With  the  erection  of  the  new  Council  Houses,  the  capacity 
of  the  existing  sewage  works  has  now  reached  its  maximum.  This 
area  is  a coal  mining  area  and  subsidence  has  unfortunately  affected 
both  the  sewers  and  the  sewage  works.  Because  of  the  subsidence,  the 
sewage  works  has  been  repaired  twice  since  the  war  and  the  question  of 
re-sewering  the  district  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Council’s  Consultants, 
Messrs.  D.  Balfour  and  Sons,  London,  S.W.l. 


4.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

This  is  carried  out  by  the  Surveyor’s  Department.  Refuse  is 
tipped  on  land  at  Bentley  Moor  Lane,  Adwick-le-Street,  and  Crossfield 
Lane,  Skellow.

Care  and  After-Care  of  Tuberculosis  and  Chest  Conditions 

A special  Committee  for  this  purpose  has  been  established  for 
some  years.  The  Committee  consists  of  lay  members  and  representa- 
tives of  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  Doncaster  and  District. 
Financial  assistance  is  given  to  the  Committee  by  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  and  the  Doncaster  County  Borough. 

It  has  been  possible  to  help  many  cases  with  clothing,  bedding, 
etc.  This  Committee  carries  out  most  useful  work  and  the  advice  of 
the  special  Health  Visitor  for  Tuberculosis  is  always  available.

Authorities  to  carry  out  their  duties.  Details  of  work  carried  out  as  a 
result  of  services  of  notices  are  also  recorded. 

HOUSING  ACTS 

(a)  Repair  of  Defective  Dwelling  Houses — During  the  year  195 
houses  were  repaired.  Of  these  193  were  repaired  after  informal 
action  had  been  taken.

When  the  construction  of  the  Bentley  Moor  Lane  Bridge  is  com- 
pleted it  will  be  possible  to  fence  off  the  Refuse  Tip  which  should 
eliminate  a large  amount  of  trespassing. 

AIR  RAID  SHELTERS 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  considerable  progress  has  been  made 
in  demolishing  shelters.  All  of  the  Trench  Shelters  at  Woodlands  hav? 
been  demolished.  Elsewhere,  68  domestic  air  raid  shelters  which  were 
in  a structurally  dangerous  condition  have  been  demolished  and  the 
sites  reinstated. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

Every  effort  is  made,  each  year,  to  survey  the  District  completely 
for  rodent  infestation.  It  is  not  always  possible  to  visit  each  individual 
dwelling-house  or  hut  although  this  is  attempted. 

Rat  infestation  exists  mainly  where  the  food  supply  is  available. 
During  the  past  year  139  treatments  have  been  carried  out  as  a result 
of  which  229  rat  bodies  and  47  mouse  bodies  have  been  recovered  and 
disposed  of.  The  number  of  live  rats  left  after  treatment  is  of  more 
importance  than  the  number  of  bodies  recovered  so  re-treatments  are 
carried  out  when  necessary. 

During  the  year  the  district  sewers  were  tested  and  I am  pleased 
to  say  found  clear  of  rodent  infestation. 

NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT 

During  the  year  we  received  two  complaints  alleging  noise 
nuisance  but  on  investigation  the  nuisance  was  not  established. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  and  the  Committees,  and  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  for  their  assistance  and  consideration  of  the 
many  and  varied  problems  which  have  arisen  throughout  the  year.

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ICE  CREAM  (Heat  Treatment  Etc.)  REGULATIONS,  1947-52 


The  Regulations  broadly  require  that,  subject  to  certain  qualifica- 
tions the  ingredients  of  ice-cream  shall  be  heat-treated  after  being 
mixed,  and  that  the  mixture  shall  then  be  cooled  until  the  freezing 
process  has  begun.  After  freezing,  the  ice-cream  must  not  be  sold 
unless  it  has  been  kept  at  a temperature  of  not  more  than  28°  F., 
unless  it  has  again  been  heat  treated  and  then  kept  at  not  more  than 
28°  F after  being  frozen. 

In  the  circular  accompanying  the  regulations,  it  is  stated  that  as 
yet  no  test  has  been  devised,  the  reliability  of  which  is  sufficiently 
established  to  justify  its  use  as  a statutory  test,  non-complience  with 
which  would  constitute  an  offence.  However,  attention  is  being  drawn 
to  a form  of  methylene  blue  test,  and  it  is  suggested  that  if  out  of  the 
four  grades  recommended  ice  cream  consistantly  fails  to  reach  Grades 
1 and  2,  it  would  be  reasonable  to  regard  this  as  indicating  defects  of 
manufacture  or  of  handling  which  calls  for  further  investigation.
